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REMARKS 



The restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action of June 30, 2006, 
restricts the subject matter of the pending daims into 377 Inventions defined by a 
specific structure (amino acid sequence and/or chemical composition) as set forth in 
either claim 35 (51 sequences) or claim 72 (162 sequences) or therapeutic indication 
(identified in claim 75) (Applicants note that the Examiner has renumbered the claims 
in a marked up version of the claims available in PAIR in view of clear typographical 
errors in the original claim set). The Office Action notes that claims 1-36 and 41-76 
link Inventions 1-214 (of the 367), which (in turn) correspond to specific GLP-2 
analogs and GLP-2 analog derivatives set forth in claims 35 and 72 (claim 81 also 
may property be in this group of "linked claims" - the Office Action appears 
inconsistent on this point). As such, the Office Action indicates that the specific 
restriction requirement between linked inventions is subject to the non-allowance of 
linking claims in one of the three groups. 

In respect of the groups defined by the linking claims, Applicants elect the 
linking daims defined by Group I (1-36, 41-77, and 88) for immediate further 
prosecution In this case. The other claims remain pending, inasmuch as rejoinder of 
these daims may be appropriate at a later date. 

On July 19, 2006, the undersigned spoke with Examiner Gupta regarding this 
restriction requirement. In that telephonic interview, Examiner Gupta indicated that 
he would permit an election of up to 10 compounds defined by the claims for 
examination In the event that no linking claim was allowable. 

In accordance with the Examiner's willingness to consider additional "species," 
Applicants select the following five peptides and derivatives for examination in the 
event no linking claim Is allowable: 

L17K/K30R-GLP-2(l-33); 
D3E/L17K/K30R/D33E-GLP-2(l-33); 
D3E/M10K/K30R/D33E-GLP-2(l-33); 
D3^/L14K/K30R/D33E-GLP-2(l-33); and 
D3E/I13K/K30R/D33E-GLP-2(l-33). 

It is respectfully submitted that the elected claims are in condition for 
allowance. Early action to that end is respectfully requested. The Commissioner is 
hereby authorized to charge any fees in connection with this application and to credit 
any overpayments to Deposit Account No. 14-1447. If, in the opinion of the 
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Examiner, a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution and allowance of 
this application, the Examiner is hereby Invited to call the undersigned attorney.
